sense of civic duty; thus in all these ways, we will transmit 
this nation not only not less, but greater, better, and more 
beautiful than it was transmitted to us.

It's a real success and the dancing of Howard Inman 
and Beatrice Menard certainly adds much to the picture. Speaking of Hollywood, the latest reports are that 
Bonnie Shumway and Paul Luccy are vying for Ty Power's throne, and that Mickey Hodgman and Sara 
Chudnovsky will soon see their names in lights. 

A few days ago, while walking down Broadway, I met Janet Leonard who had recently acquired a 
new accent, along with a southern colonel and a forty-acre orange grove. She hailed me with, "Why Audre 
Wernah! What are yo' doin' heah, honey chile?" and, upon being informed that I modeled clothes de- 
signed by Charlotte Maule and Dot Schofield, at the 5th Avenue Gowne Shoppc, owned by Phyllis Tucker 
and Carolyn Gillon, she exclaimed, "The ole' high school crowd! Whatever became of Francis Paige, Ted 
Gazda, Marylyn Abbott, Jane Reid, and Walter Van Tuck?" Before I could answer she went on to tell me 
that Albert Fairbanks and Howard Fitzgerald were running The Balmy Buccaneer, Cotter and Strojny were 
training with the Yanks, and Duffy and Baron were with the Red Sox. Also, that she had seen Johnny 
Kiernan, Elaine Johnson, Florence Roscoe, and Christian Scares vacationing at Miami Beach, where Gilbert 
Walker and Norma Pierce were life guards. With that last bit of information, she raced off to a session with 
Ethel Judge and Alice Walsh, world famous beauticians. 

After chatting with Janet, I was seized by a sudden yearning to visit the land of my youth, so imme- 
diately I packed a bag, hurried to La Guardia Field, and had just time to pick up a copy of Kamin's 
Kourier before boarding the waiting Flying Fish, a new type of plane, designed by that Wisz, Benjamin.

As we edged our way through the crowd, we were joined by Connie Ofengand and Willard Miller. 
Willard informed us that he had been missing some of his prize pigeons and wondered, if, in some myster- 
ious manner, they had found their way into the pie concocted by Dot Violette, the Beanery 's chief cook. 

Now, it was nearly two o'clock, and after stopping to chat with Eleanor Vaillancourf, a French teach- 
er, John Fahey, and William Wilde, we decided to lunch at the Club Catenelli, where the strains of music 
by Bill Hewitt, with songs by Eva Carvalho, greeted us. The head waiter, of all people, was Bob MacGlash- 
ing, and he told us that Ina Todleben is a competent dictaphone operator, that Mary Masterson and Carol 
Brown are secretaries, and that Adele Wasilauski has her own skating review. We ordered lamb, and this 
reminded Bob of the venture in which Elwin Johnson, Martha Tripp, and Warren Pillsbury are engaged. 
They are attempting to perfect a tailless sheep. Why? I don't know. And now, Bob exclaimed excitedly that 
Eileen Keogh and Roberta Hackett had obtained a patent on boneless chicken, and on pickles; said pickles 
being raised on the vine by watering them at midnight with a strong solution of vinegar and a secret in- 
gredient. What an ingenious class we had! 

Of course, Al, you know that Priscilla Hodges teaches physical culture, that Peg Woodward advertises 
Silva's Shampoo, and that Eryk Szajnar is in the Army. 

Later, Jean and I met Dot Cort and Carolyn Hall, who were all enthused about George Arruda's 
speech in Congress the day before. Peg Ramsay and Alice Quigley arrived in time to say "Hello" and hastened 
away again to get the autograph of Glen Oldfield, the famous racer. 

Next, we were inveigled into a long and lengthy conversation with Ruth Erickson, and by this time, 
I had just enough vitality left to gather that Orsine, Sanford, and Ricketson were staking a claim in the 
Yukon, and that Dot Whowell has been appointed hostess at Camp Campion. We had gained only twenty 
yards when the voices of Margaret Van Nostrand and Edith Boyd reached our ears. "Girls," they gasped, 
"there's going to be another hurricane! Earl DeVere has just predicted one from the Observatory!" 

Hereupon, my head swooned with this collected news, Jean worriedly hailed a taxi, driven by Roland 
Cote, and we soon reached the haven of her home. A brief rest followed, and at nine o'clock, I boarded the 
train for New York. Oh, to be home again, but the Fates decreed that I was not to escape until the news 
should come to me that Nat Nelson is a veterinarian, and Veronica Roberts and Beatie Rylands are rising 
athletes. On the train, I met Frank Morton who is a salesman for the W. Biss Truck Corporation. 
Walter evidently is astounding the auto industry with his new ideas in this line. Ralph Cotter came dancing 
down the aisle to join the group, and told us that Kay Dwyer had just returned from China where she 
interviewed Chung-Ki-Li, war lord. While there, she met Ruth Gilson, Marcella Lang, Herbert Talbot, 
and George Stuart, who are, of all things, missionaries. 

The train was nearing good old New York. The station swarmed with humanity and it was but 
natural that of the thousands collected there, T should see four former Tauntonites — Teddy Dykas, Marjorie 
Eames, Ruth Maghery, and Warren Padelford. 

Home certainly looked wonderful, and a tired girl sank happily into bed. That night my dreams 
went from prancing horses to crazy inventions, intermingled with scenes of Taunton High and striped 
candy shops. All night long, G. Gomes zoomed along in a truck, Jose Delgado recited history continually, 
and Albina Floor and Juliette Boisvert sang "O Lovely May". Twisting and turning, my confused mind was 
faced with the appearance of a long line of dancers, apparently in the midst of the LaConga. This included 
such notables as Arthur Crosby, Irene Currie, and Ed Hobday. At last the dream ended; clay arrived, and 
with it a resolve to write you this interesting (?) letter. 

It was nice visiting Taunton again, and hearing about all my old classmates. I hope that you have 
derived even a small amount of the fun I have had telling about that never-to-be-forgotten school with that 
never-to-be-forgotten class of 1941. And now . . .

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How these past four years have 
flown! The minutes have ticked 
off into hours, the hours to days, 
the days to weeks and the weeks 
to years . . . and as we go on, 
even the years change into slowly 
fading memories. 

But none of us will ever forget the 
athletic contests that once were alive 
with the thrill of a forward pass fly- 
ing through the chilly autumn air, 
the joyous outbursts as an Orange 
and Black player scored a breath- 
taking basket from the corner or the 
tense excitement with the bases load- 
ed and one run needed to tie up the 
hall game. 

In this brief kaleidoscopic review 
of Taunton High School athletics 
during the past year, your Journal 
will not attempt to do the impossi- 
ble and fully describe each game 
but instead will briefly review the 
season. 

SIX WINS IN FOOTBALL 

Taunton High's 1940 football sea- 
son was one of the most successful 
in recent years, as the Orange and 
Black swept to six victories out of 
nine games, losing two contests and 
tying another. The season was 
marked by the inauguration of 
floodlight games for Taunton High 
teams, the footballers playing two 
games under foreign arcs. 

A Jack Wakefield to Ted Strojny 
touchdown pass in the closing sec- 
onds of the second period carried the 
team to a 7 to victory over Fair- 
haven in the season's opener. A 30- 
yard touchdown march and a 



blocked kick by Freddie Cornaglia 
were all that Taunton needed to 
astound the Eastern Massachusetts 
schoolboy football followers, as New 
Bedford Vocational went down in 
defeat, 8 to 0. 

The first disappointment of the 
year came when North Attleboro 
and Taunton locked horns in a 
scoreless clash; and then the first set- 
back at the hands of Durfee High in 
a 6 to game plunged the Orange 
and Black's followers deep into the 
depths of despair. Durfee's victory 
came as the result of ) a recovered 
fumble on the five-yard line. 
Taunton Tops Coyle 

Striking with full force in the 
next to last minute of play, Taun- 
ton High's eleven made 50 yards in 
three plays to score a touchdown 
and register its first victory in five 
years over its intra-city rival, the 
Monsignor Coyle High School team, 
before a crowd of 4,000 partisan 
football fans at Fr. Woodley field. 
Ted Strojny celebrated his debut in 
the Orange and Black backfield by 
heaving a sensational 55-yard for- 
ward pass that was caught in the 
end zone by Cornaglia and provid- 
ed the only scoring of the afternoon. 

After scoring late in the first per- 
iod, Taunton was never headed in 
its game with Attleboro High as 
Coach Anthony "Red" Maral's 
charges unleashed a powerful run- 
ning attack to down a tricky Attle- 
boro team, 20 to 12, Ralph Cotter 
was the spearhead of the Taunton 
win. Bewildered by Norwood 
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High's "razzle-dazzle'' playing 
Taunton dropped a hard-fought 12 
to decision to the visiting team as 
the Orange and Black renewed ath- 
letic relations with an old opponent. 

Two Victories Close Season 
Two clean-cut triumphs brought 
the season to a smashing close. In- 
augurating athletic relations with a 
strong Worcester South eleven, 
Taunton handed them their worst 
walloping in many years. Alvarin 
DeSouza led the home forces to an 
overwhelming 21 to victory. Ernie 
Furtado intercepted a forward pass 
and ran more than 90 yards for the 
most thrilling touchdown of the 
year. 

Playing on a gridiron covered 
with ice and snow, Taunton scored 
a 9 to win over its traditional 
Thanksgiving Day opponent, Mans- 
field. The following players were in 
action during the contest: Fred 
Cornaglia, Leonard Pratt, Larry 
Martin, Jose Delgado, Captain Leo 
Duffy, Adolph Linek, Eddie Mad- 
dern, Mike Tanes, Jack Wakefield, 
Alvarin DeSouza, Jimmy Rusconi, 
Al Orsine, Erney Furtado, Italo 
Bernacchio, Ted Strojny, and Ralph 
Cotter. 

NINE BASKETBALL WINS 

The record books reveal that 
Taunton won nine basketball games 
while dropping six. Attleboro and 
Brockton were the only two teams 
that the Orange and Black were un- 
able to defeat at least once during 
the season. 
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After losing a heart-breaking 25 
to 23 game to Attleboro in the team's 
initial start, Taunton came back to 
soundly whip an Alumni team by 
the score of 45 to 32. Sinking an un- 
usually large number of successful 
long shots, Brockton won by a 38 
to 34 count in the next game. 

Connecting with four field goals 
and four foul conversions, Captain 
Ted Strojny led Taunton to a de- 
cisive 33 to 22 victory over Durfee 
High. Taunton's defense looked 
good, with Jack Wakefield and Al 
Medas doing a fine job of controlling 
the backboards. 

Coyle Defeated 

A Taunton High athletic team 
once again took the measure of a 
Coyle squad as the Taunton basket- 
eers proved to be too good for the 
Coylesters in their first of two sched- 
uled meetings during the season. 
The Taunton squad won to the tune 
of 30 to 22 with Kozach and Wake- 
field doing the brunt of the scoring.
